REMARKS 



In the office action dated March 21, 2005, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2. 
Applicant has amended claim 3, and also canceled claims 1 and 2. The Examiner's 
comments and rejections are addressed below in the order they were presented in the Office 
Action. 

The 35 U.S.C. S 102 Rejections 

The Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 3,792,286 ("Meier"). Moreover, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by JPO 09-205797 ("Kawabata"). Applicant, however, 
traverses these rejections in light of the cancellations of claims 1 and 2, which renders these 
rejections moot now. As such, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of these rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner objected to claim 3-5 as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 
but would allow it if rewritten in independent form. As such, Applicant has amended claim 3 
into an independent claim by further reciting the limitations of canceled claims 1 and 2, in 
which claims 4 and 5 continue to depend on amended claim 3. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully requests withdrawal of this objection. 
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CONCLUSION
